Should Mr. Claes’ effort be suc¬ 
cessful he would be awarded the 
school contract. Council promised 
Chairman Evans its fullhearted 
support. 

A letter was received from 
Edgar Thomas asking that his 
dog be exempt from the $2 lic¬ 
ense fee. He claimed that the dog 
was invaluable to Mrs. Thomas 
who was blind. Request granted. 

A rate of 26 mills was struck 
for the school assessment. School 
estimates for 1944 totalled $50, 
000. 

A Mr. Saunders, of Calgary, 
sent a letter to council. He was 
strongly opposed to a license be¬ 
ing granted Crescent Shows to 
show in Coleman. Letter was 
filed. 

A $10 grant was given the 
Salvation Army. The appeal was 
made in support of a Home For 
Unfortunate Girls. 

The Chief of Police’s report 


was read and discussed. 

Mr. George Derbyshire has 
graciously donated a 1904 scene 
of Coleman townsite. The gift 
was received with thanks and 
will be framed and hung in the 
council chambers. 

A small fee was granted Mrs. 
Antrobus to take care of mis¬ 
cellaneous office expenses incur¬ 
red during the distribution of the 
new ration books. 

Council was informed that two 
local contracting firms have been 
guilty of riding their caterpillars 
over the local hardsurfaced 
streets. They will be asked to re¬ 
frain from that practice in fut¬ 
ure. 

Five barrels of asphalt oil was 
authorized ordered. It will be 
used in street repair work. 

Works & Property Chairman 
Wilfred Dutil gave council an 
outline of work contemplated by 
his department this summer. 
Badly cracked and broken side¬ 
walks will be repaired, culverts 
re-newed where needed and the 
hardsurfaced streets wil be given 
attention where they are found 
to be breaking up too drastically. 

Last year the two Androsak 
girls seccared accommodation at 
two homes at Barons, Alberta. At 
that time it as agreed that a 
monthly fee of $7 be paid for 
each girl,. At the start of the 
school term $30 was granted each 
of the girls for clothing and 
school books. A few weeks ago 
the council received notice from 
Mrs. Fred Anderson and Mrs.
